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NE would think, that by this 
time we ſhould have ſomething 


complete on the Diſtempers of the 
Eyes; but I am much grieved to 
ſee, that, far from having a true 
knowledge, we have not ſo much 

as a correct Cara o, of them. 
Among the Oculiſts, their names 
are ſtrangely confounded and man- 
gled. Neither do I find in any 
Book a complete number of them. 
I have heard it ſaid by ſome, that 
there are no leſs than two hundred 
Diſeaſes 
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Diſcaſcs of the Eyes: but in muſ- 


tering them as exactly as I can, 


I am not able to make them come 


up to much above one hundred ; 
and then, if we would reduce them 
to their right number, we muſt ſtrike 
out a great many, that have no 
material difference between them, 
and are wrongfully multiplied. _ 
The moſt learned and intelligible 
knowledge we have of them, comes 
from BonxRHAAVR, and is moſt par- 
ticularly to be found in his Lec- 
tures, as publiſhed by a contempo- 
rary Student with me, the moſt 
curious and indefatigable Swiſs Doc- 
tor and Profeſſor, ALBERTS HALLER, 


Nevertheleſs I muſt own, I have 


learnt ſome things elſewhere ; and 
| I de- 
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I declare further, that my deſign, 
in this unuſual Catalogue, is not 
to inſtruct, but to divert the learned 
Reader ; and therefore I ſhall leave 
out all things moſt commonly known: 


only I ſhall try to colle& toge- 


ther the whole number of Diſeaſes.

and tells us, that AcuLis is the name of a

There is Myrmecia with a larger, and Thy;

Give me leave to place here a diſtemper, 
that was not known to any of the Ancients, 
and that is deſcribed but by one of the Mo- 
derns, who is Maitre-Jan. He calls it

He tells us, that the moderns confound- it 
with the Gutta Serena ; but that it is plainly, 
though not ſufficiently, deſcribed by Sen- 
nertus. He ſays, that it is moſt incident to 
men or women of an atrabilarious melan- 


cCholy conſtitution ; and ſtill more to women

with child, or to ſuch girls as are not regu- 
lar in their courſes. He owns, that ſome of 
theſe patients have recovered their ſight 
without medicines, and that others cannot 
be cured. I muſt refer you for the reſt to 
his moſt accurate deſcription of the diſeaſe. 
EXOPHTHALMIA is miſtaken for the 
Buphthalmia, but is indeed a great diſeaſe. 
GANGRENA. This is incident to the 
Eyes, but does not affect therefore the reſt 
of the body ; and, upon that account only, 
may be conſidered as peculiar to the Eyes. 
GLAUCOMA. Glaucedo, Cæſii Oculi, 
Viriditas Oculi. It may be curious to ob- 
ſerve, that Pliny does not make uſe of the 
Latin name Glaucedo, but always the other 
Greek name. It is certainly a diſtemper of 
the Cryſtalline, and 7he modern Catarract. 
HELOS. Clavus, Uvee procidentia cla- 
vum repraſentans. This is the firſt of four 


names, that are given to four different ap- 


earances of the falling out of the Uvea, 
which the Grecians call Proptoſis, and which 
is called Hernia Oculi by ſome Moderns. 
This rupture looks like the head of a nail.

phalon. I ſhall deſcribe them in their alpha-

 HETEROGLAUCIS is no more than the 
Greek term for the Glaucoma of ene Eye,

the more modern writers make a jumble of 
their different deſcriptions, which cannot be 
underſtood. .As for himſelf, he declares, 
that he never ſaw that ſort of tumor ; but 
he agrees, that, if Paul has deſcribed it 
right, it may be beſt cured by his manner 
of operation. That is honeſt and ingenuous. 
 HYDRACION may be what it will: I 
find it in no Greek Dictionary, nor can I 
recollect where I have ſeen it. 
' HYGROPHTHALMIA. This may be 
called a Dropſy of the Eye : it ſeems to be 
given as the cauſe of the Hypopyon in Boer- 
haave's Prelefiones. According to his doc- 
trine there are two ſorts of Exophthalmas, 
one with water, and the other without : and 
both theſe tumors are comprehended under 
the more general name of Elephantiafis, 
which to me is quite new for the Eyes. The 
reaſon he gives for it is in the title. of the 
Chapter, viz. De tumore Oculi morboſo, & 
pre magnitudine Elephantiaſis difto, p. 164. 
I leave the learned reader to examine the 
matter further, and to pronbunce as he 
leaſes. 
 HYMENQN EPANASTASIS. Mem- 
branarum eminentiæ, & extuberantiz, Rebel- 
lionen.

Hemeralopia and Mtalopia, being oppoſites, 
ſhould ſtand together. Hemeralopia is when 
one ſeeth better in the Night than in the 
Day: and therefore it is called Nocturna 
Viſio, Cat's Eyes, Oeil de Chat. Some call 
it Tenebroſa Affectio. Nyctalopia is, on the 
contrary, when one ſeeth nothing in the 
Night-time ; Nocturna, aut veſpertina Cæci- 
fas. Some call this Acies /olaris, or Solana 
Viſio. And here I muſt do juſtice to Maitre- 
Jan, from whom TI learn that our Oculiſts; 
whoever they are, have been pleaſed to call 
Hemeralopia the defect which Hippocrates 
calls Ny#alopia, Predict.

But his 
higheſt commendations are for the Wine 
made of it, by putting the herb to ferment 
with the Muſt. I beg the learned to read 
his words at length in Caſpar Bauhine's 
edition of Matthiolus upon Dioſc. And 
then I would have them compare what Ray 
fays in his Catalogues of Plants, with what 
Tournefort relates in his Hiſt. of Plants 
about Paris. r | 

What a pity is it, that we cannot get 
ſome of this Wine! But we may comfort 
ourſelves.

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The honeſt Tournefort ſays, the Eye- 
bright is of a very bitter taſte. I cannot 
believe he has taſted it; but I have: and 
I can aſſure the reader, that the Infuſion in 
water is rather inſipid, and has nothing 
diſagreeable to the taſte. 

The Expreſſed Juice of the herb, and the 
Diſtilled Water, are commended among. 
other ways of taking it. As for the Expreſſed 
Juice, I believe, that no preſs in London 
could ſqueeze one drop out of a cart-load 
of Eyebright: and with regard to the 
Diſtilled Water, I queſtion whether it would 
be more worth the trouble of making, than 
that of Plantain, which the College has 
rejected long ago. | 
There remains one other way of taking, 
or rather of applying, Eyebright; which 

I have not read in books, but which J learnt 
from the perſon who uſed it; and poſſibly 
the caſe, to which it was applied,- was no 
leſs extraordinary than the cure was ſur- 
priſing.
